With Missouri still officially dry 
and the special session of the Leg- 
islature adjourned until after 
Christmas, St. Louis hotel men took 
the law into their own hands last 
night. 

There was a meeting of the St. 
Louis Hotel Men's’ Association, 
wherein no conclusion was reached, 
except that it was unlikely the mem- 
bers of the Fifty-seventh General 
Assembly would ever know what 
liquor legislation they wanted or 
thought they wanted. Some _  sug- 
gested the association continue to 
adhere to the moribund McCawley 
State bone dry law. Others point- 
ed out that the hotels were losing 
large revenue. 

The meeting over, managers hur- 
ried back to their establishments 
and conferred with their wine stew- 
ards. Some instructed the stewards 
to proceed openly; others, to con- 
tinue to assuage the parched 
throats of friends only. 

St. Louis will have a dry Christ- 
mas as far as the law is concerned, 
but actually it will be, and for that 
matter is now, almost as wet as 
in “the old days.” 

Liquor Stores Everywhere. 

Liquor’ stores are popping up all 
over town. One opened during the 
noon hour yesterday and pedestri- 
ans passing the City Club building 
were forced to walk in the street 
to get»around the crowd of spec- 
tators gaping at pints of bourbon 
and Scotch for from $1.45 for "90 
proof, finest blend,” to $3.50 for 
17-year-old “drug store” bourbon of 
familiar brand, $4.50 for Scotch. 

Blended liquor so far has not 
become overwhelmingly popular. 
Many experienced drinkers profess 
to detect a raw taste in it, which 
they do not like. 

Chain drug stores are displaying 


whiskies, wines and cordials in their 


windows, with a price card on each 
bottle. Their clerks, too, are find- 
ing that most purchasers of whisky 
demand a bottle featuring a Govern- 
ment stamp relating when the 
whisky was made and when it was 
bottled. Blended whisky has a 
similar stamp, without the dates 
which are marked in red, and is 
designated, “blend.” 
McCawley for Repeal. 

St. Louisans, it is quite apparent, 
are going to proceed as though the 
McCawley bone dry law had been 
erased from the statutes. This, 
incidentally is what former State 
Senator A. L. McCawley recom- 
mends. He told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter two weeks ago that the de- 
lay of the Legislature in repeal- 
ing the bone dry law and pro- 
viding proper licensing of liquor 
sales was depriving the State of 
revenue at the rate of $800,000 a 
year. 

It is probable that the Legisla- 
ture will come to some conclusion 
on the liquor problem shortly after 
it resumes its deliberations next 
Wednesday. Called into special ses- 
sion last October in order to pro- 
vide revenue measures, the legislat- 
ors have been receiving the pay set 
by statute, $5 a day, seven days a 
week. However, that ends with 
Christmas. They will then have 
been in session 70 days and the 
statute provides that after 70 days, 
they shall be paid only $1 a day.

CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—Chicago po- 
lice shot and killed three gunmen 
last night in a raid on a Rogers 
Park apartment said to have been 
used by John Dillinger and his 
gang of escaped Indiana convicts. 

For some time the police -be- 
lieved their victims were Dillinger 
and two of his lieutenants, Jack 
Hamilton and Harry Pierpont, but 
finger prints showed the dead men 
were Louis Katzewitz, 28 years old, 
and Charles Tattlebaum, 30, alias 
Chuck Tilden, both suspected _ of 
helping to hold up the Union Na- 
tional Bank of Streator, Ill., and 
Sam Ginsburg, 33, a paroled con- 


vict from the Michigan State prison 
at Jackson. A total of $52,000 was 
obtained in the Streator bank rob- 
bery May *', 1932. Katzewitz and 
Tattlebaum had been sought since 
they escaped from iail at Ottawa, 
Ill., last June 15. 


Raid Made on Anonymous Tip. 


Police went to the apartment on 
a tip that it was a hideout for Dil- 
linger and his men. Nineteen offi- 


+cers, led by Supervising ‘ aptain 


John Stege swooped down on the 
place. Capt. Stege posted men with 
submachine guns at the rear to cut 
off any escape. 

Capt. Stege, Sergts. Frank Reyn- 
olds, Harry Newman and Harry 
Bingham remained in front. One 
of the policemen forced open the 
coor to a stairs leading to the 
apartment, Sergt. Reynolds, Detec- 
tive Jack Dawe and Capt. Stege, 
with several others, crept up the 
stairs. The bell of the apartment 
was rung and when the door was 
opened Sergt. Reynolds leaped for- 
ward, shouting, “We're police offi- 
cers—surrender.” 

The man at the door fired three 
times, but hit no one. Reynolds 
shot the man. The second gunman 
also was shot by Reynolds as he 
stood in the living room, blazing 
away blindly at the police. The 
third gunman, shooting as he 
backed into the kitchenette, fell 
wolinded and was killed by Sergt. 
John Daly. 

Some 50 shots were fired on both 
sides in the fight, but not-a police- 
man was wounded. A veritable 
arsenal of guns and ammunition 
was found in the place. 


Records of Slain Gunmen. 


Daniel Gilbert, chief investigator 
for the State’s Attorney’s office, 
said the three gunmen 'siain had 
known the Dillinger gang, but were 
not allied with them. 

Capt. Stege said he had estab- 
lished a connection between the 
slain men and a $100,000 robbery 
of an express messenger in St. 
Paul recently and the unsolved 
murder of two policemen in Chi- 
cago, who were killed when they 
stopped to question men riding in 
an automobile on West Washing- 
ton boulevard several months ago. 
A revolver found at the scene of 
the St. Paul robbery, police said, 
was once carried by Katzewitz. 


Sheriff Edmund Welter of La 
Salle County identified Katzewitz 
and Tattlebaum as two of nine 
"men who robbed the Streator bank, 
and said they had been arrested in 
connection with the robbery on in- 
formation supplied by Al Brown, 
one of the alleged robbers. It was 
the theory of investigators that 
Katzewitz and Tattlebaum were 
waiting in Washington boulevard 
to kill Brown after their escape 
from jail, when they were stopped 
for questioning by Policemen El- 
mer Ostling and John Skopek, both 
of whom were shot dead. 

In connection with the Streator 
bank robbery, five men, including 
two Streator pulicemen, have been 
sentenced to long terms and $14,000 
of the loot has been recovered, 
$3500 of it in a Chicago safety de- 
posit box owned by Katzewitz.

George, dark-haired and prank- 
ish, was less inclined to brood over 
being kept indoors, and busied him- 
self about the large Christmas tree, 
which the family began decorating 
yesterday. Flaxen-haired Betty 
Ann, 2, for whose holiday enjoy- 
ment Mr. and Mrs. Abeln had made 
many plans, played with her doll, 
hoping that Santa Claus would 
bring her a new “mamma doll.”

PAIR KILLED 
IN STREET 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles J. 
Abeln Had Just Finished — 
Collecting Receipts From 
Five Tobacco Shops — 
$2000 Found ‘in Satchel. | 


YOUTHS SEE THREE ' 
SLAYERS ESCAPE 


Police Fire at Suspect in 
Auto With License Num- 
ber Noted at Scene of 
Crime on South Broad- 


way. 


Charles J. Abeln, 44-year-old 
president of the Abeln Brothers’ 
Cigar & Tobacco Co., and his 
wife, Mrs. Anna Abeln, 40, foster 
parents of three adopted children, 
were murdered at 12:50 o’clock 
this morning, apparently by hold- 
up men, as they left the Abeln 
store at 3928 South Broadway, 
with more than $2000 in cash, 

The killers fled after the shoot- 
ing, two on foot and a third in ag 
automobile, leaving Abeln lying on 
his back, shot through the heart, 
a few feet west of his automobile, 
parked at the north side of the 
store on Alberta street, and Mrs, 
Abeln, also dead, on her face in 
the gutter beside the car. 

$2000 Found in Bag. , 

If they were killed by robbers, 
as the police assumed from the 
fact that Abeln had fired a single 
shot from his own automatic, 
then the slayers became panicky 
and fled without the loot. Near 
Mrs. Abeln’s body policemen 
found a padlocked canvas pouch 
containing more than $2000, re- 
ceipts of their five cigar stores, 
In Abeln’s pockets was $127 in 
cash, and on his fingers were two 
rings, one set with a diamond, 

Abeln and his wife, who cele 
brated their twenty-fifth wedding 
anniversary at Thanksgiving, were 
murdered ten years, lacking one 
day, after Abeln and his brother, 
Harry, engaged in a fierce fight 
with four holdup men in the sama 


store. In that fight Harry Abeln, 
wounded, shot and killed Charles 
Crow, Cuckoo gangster, with 
Crow’s own pistol. 


As: detectives reconstructed the 
crime from the accounts of wit- 
nesses, two men lay in wait for the 
Abelns on Alberta street, while a 
third sat at the wheel of an auto- 
mobile in front of the store on 
Broadway, in which they intended 
to make their escape; that when 
the driver heard the shooting he 
fled without. his companions, leav- 
ing them to escape as best they 
might.

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SILVER COINAGE 
DEGREE FOLLOWS 


By Altering Metal’s Price 


Along With Gold He 


Thinks Desired Commod- 


ity Level Can Be Attained 


EXPERTS DISAGREE 
ON THE RESULTS 


Temporary Stimulation. of 
Markets Expected but 
Permanent Effect Is in 


Doubt.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Addt- 


tion of silver to the money base is 
seen by experts who have advised 


on the current gold policy, as a | 


means of attaining the dollar of 
constant purchasing power advo- 
cated by the President. 

The more immediate and obviots 
effects of silver purchases will be 
to add some $15,000,000 in silver 
to the $29,000,000 now in circulation, 
and, many economists agree, to 
stimulate temporarily, at least, com- 
modity and security prices. 

Beyond these two consequences, 
experts find themselves in conflict 
on almost every point. 


The argument ranges from abso- 
lute denial that silver remonetiza- 
tion will affect prices for more than 
a few days to the statcments of 
men such as Prof. G. F. Warren, 
one of the major influences back 
of present money policies, that by 
altering silver along with gold 
prices any desired commodity price 
level may be attained. 


Retains Right to Alter Ratio. 


Warren’s ideas, as stateu in his 
book “Prices,” envisaged the use 
of silver as money with gold, and 
the varying of the relations  be- 
tween them so as to provide a 
more stable money based on two 
precious metals instead of one. 

Whether the President has such 
a plan in view, it was pointed out 
that his proclamation carefully pre- 
serves the right to modify the pres- 
ent legal ratio between gold and 
silver. 

The price of silver on the new 
Government market at 64.5 cents an 
ounce is but one-fiftieth of the 
Government’s $34 gold price. 

A silver dollar will buy consider- 
ably more than a dollar’s worth of 
silver, even with silver priced at 
64.5 cents, which is about 20 cents 
open market 
price. A silver dollar, in effect, is 
worth a dollar because it is made 
so by law. 


On 50 to 1 Basis Now. 


Thus the current actual intrinsic 
relationship between gold and silver 
is 50 to 1. Warren has suggested a 
ratio of something like 20 to 1. 

The President’s proclamation 
places no limit on the amount of 
silver which iaay be purchased, al- 
though at least 24,000,000 ounces 
must be taken off the market. Were 
the entire silver production absorb- 
ed, its price in open markets would 
tend to rise spectacularly, but the 
Government’s ability to dump silver 
on the market at any time, it is 
argued, probably would serve to 
maintain any desired relationship 
between it and gold. 

That the direct addition of $15,- 
000,000 to the circulating medium in 
one year, which would result from 
the present plan, would have a neg- 
ligible effect on prices, is generally 
agreed. Further general accept- 
ance is found for the idea that sil- 
ver and other miners will benefit 
considerably, making a direct profit 
of about $5,000,000 on the rise in 
price. . 


Effect on Foreign Trade. 


As to the effect on foreign trade, 
economists disagree. The United 
States does not agree to accept for- 
eign silver in exchange for goods 
produced here, but only promises! 
to buy domestic newly mined silver, 
and other nations agree not to 
dump silver on this market. There 
is no bar c. the import of silver, 
and it is possible that the open 
market price might be considera- 
bly under the Government price. 

It is this open market price 
which is effective in world trade. 
The withdrawal of huge quantities 
of silver, however, would tend to 
raise its general price, and thus to 
give nations who had actual silver 
to export advantages in buying. 

As to the effect on prices gener- 
ally, Prof. Warren's tables’ show 
that commodity prices have closely 
followed silver. Economists dis- 
agree as to whether silver itself is 
responsible for this agreement. 

A basic argument by proponents 
of artificial means to increase sil- 
ver’s worth is this: 

Half the world, including India, 
China and most of South America, 
uses silver as a currency base. 
When the price of silver drops, the 
purchasing power of their currency 
in other countries slumps. If the 
price of silver could be raised, the 
silver base countries could increase 
their purchases. 

But the commonly-heard answer 
to this is that most silver nations 
buy more than they sell, that the 
difference must be made up by ac- 
tual shipments of silver and the 
actual increase in trade would de- 
pend upon the quantity of the

Only New Silver Acceptable. 
Explaining his objection to yes- 
terday’s executive order, Thomas 
said that it applied only to silver 
mined in this country after the is- 
suance of the order. 

“This ignores all the silver that 
had been mined up to yesterday,” 
he continued, “and does not apply 
to silver mined in other countries. 
If commodity prices are to be raised 
there must be a wider use of silver, 
which I do net think-this order will 
bring about.” 

Under the London agreement, the 
nations pledged themselves to aban- 
don the practice of melting or oth- 
erwise debasing silver coins and 
abandon also the policy of depre- 
ciating the value of silver by legis- 
lation. . 


A Supplemental Agreement. 
There was also a_ supplemental 
agreement at London among the 
Wnited States, China, India and 
Spain, the largest users of silver, 
and the United States, Australia, 
Canada, Mexico and Peru, the chief 
producers of the metal. 

Under this compact, China agreed 
not to dispose of any more debased 
silver; India agreed not to dispose 
of more than 35,000,000 ounces a 
year for four years, and Spain 
agreed not to dispose of more than 
5,000,000 ounces a year for the same 
period. 
The producing nations agreed to 
absorb into their coinage systems 
35,000,000 ounces of silver a year 
for four years, thereby taking that 
amount off the market. Of this 
volume, the United States was to 
take up about 24,000,000 ounces. 
The President’s silver proclama- 
tion represents the second decisive 
development in the Roosevelt 
monetary policy, the first having 
been the recent decision to increase 
the price of gold by Treasury pure, 
chases at home and abroad. 

Not Wholly a Surprise. 
The President’s action on silver 
did not come wholly as a surprise. 
Senator Pittman and other silver 
champions have had assurance for, 
some weeks that he would take the 
step he has now taken in his proc- 
lamation.

Silverware Prices to Rise. 

Incidentally, this higher price will 
be reflected eventually in the price 
of sterling silverware, it was 
agreed, although Senator Pittman 
contended that this increase would 
not be material unless there was 
widespread profiteering. 

Another fact brought out was 
that American manufacturers of 
silverware will be able to buy sil- 
ver abroad shoulc there not be 
enough domestic bullion for all pur- 
poses. Although there is a duty of 
55 per cent ad valorem on import- 
ed manufactured silverware, there| 
is no duty on raw silver. 

Both India and Spain will con- 
tinue to melt limited quantities of 
silver during the four-year period, 
it is argued, and the product thus 
produced will be available in the 
world markets for commercial pur- 
poses. 

The bimetallists declare that no 
“unsoundness” is forced into the 
American monetary system by the 
coinage of a limited amount of 
American silver. They argue that 
a silver currency is just as sound, 
if backed by the metal itself, as is a 
gold currency based upon gold re- 
serves. 


Senator Pittman said the Presi- 
dent’s proclamation meant an 
enormous increase in the export 
trade of the United States “and 
that increase would tend greatly 
to our recovery.” 

Senator’s “Christmas Present.” 

The Senator said the ratification 
of the pact for which he had 
worked was his “Christmas pres- 
ent” and that he never took part 
in any legislation that gave him 
“more satisfaction and happiness.” 

“The action of the United States 
undoubtedly will be followed by 
Canada, Australia, Mexico and 
Peru, which constitute the great 
silver producing countries of the 
world,” Pittman said. “It undoubt- 
edly will stabilize the price of si}- 
ver throughout the world at 64% 
cents an ounce until] some other 
action is taken to raise it to a 
higher price. 

Statement by President 

The following statement was 
issued by President Roosevelt: 

Under the clear authority 
granted to me by the last ses- 
sion of the Congress, I have to- 
day, by proclamation, proceeded 
to ratify the London agreement 
with regard to silver, which has 
already been put into effect by 
the Government of India, and 
which I understand other na- 
tions concerned are about to 
act on. 

This proclamation, in accord- 
ance with the act of Congress, 
opens our mints to the coinage 
of standard silver dollars from 


cept for the period between 1905 
and 1921. 

By definition a “standard silver 
dollar” contains 412.5 grains of sil- 
ver 9-10 fine. It is legal tender, re- 
ceivable for all public dues and ex- 
changeable for silver certificates 
and minor silver coin. 


At this time, 11 kinds of money 
aggregating $5,743,000,000 are in 
circulation in the United Stater as 
follows: $2,998,000,000 Federal Re- 
serve notes, $913.000,000 national 
bank notes, $394,000,000 silver cer- 
tificates, $311,000,000 gold _ coin, 
3285,000,000 United States notes, 
$269,000,000 subsidiary silver, $217,- 
000,000 gold certificates, $206,000,000 
Federal Reserve bank notes, $117,- 
000,000 minor coin, $29,000,000 silver 
dollars, $1,000,000 Treasury notes of 
1890. 


An explanation of working of the 
silver coinage plan was: 


A silver producer would take his 
metal, say 100 ounces, to the mint. 
Taking the silver at its value as 
fixed in relation to gold, the mint 
would convert his 100 ounces of 
silver into $64.50 of coins. The full 
theoretical value of the metal would 
be $129. Half of this the Govern- 
ment would keep. 


At this rate, compared with the 
present price of about 43 cents an 
ounce for silver, the producer, de- 
spite the fact that the Government 
took half of his meta) for a minting 
charge, would stand to gain $21.50 
on his 100 ounces of silver—the dif- 
ference between the $64.50 his sil- 
ver was minted into and the $43 
the hundred ounces would bring on 
the present market. 


In his proclamation the President 
declared that “the present ratio in 
weight and fineness of the silver 
dollar to the gold dollar for the pur- 
pose of this proclamation be main- 
tained unti] changed by further or- 
der or proclamation.” 


Legally this ratio is 16 to 1. There 
is, it is explained, 232-10 grains of 
pure gold in each gold dollar and 
371% grains of pure silver in a sil- 
ver dollar. 


Dollar’s Size May Change. 


To change this ratio, officials ex- 
plain, would necessitate a change 
in the actual size of the new silver 
\dollars. One might, under such a 
condition, have a silver dollar of 
one size and weight in one pocket 
and another of a different size and 
vreight in another pocket. 

Also it is explained by officials 
that the Treasury is not required 
to mint all the new silver into dol- 
lars. Some of it may be cotned into

‘International Agreement. 

This resolution, however, was 
contingent upon an agreement 
between the governments of 
those countries producing large 
quantities of silver and the gov- 
ernments of those countries 
holding or using large quanti- 
ties, looking to the elimination 
of an unnatural oversupply of 
silver on the markets of the 
world. This agreement, of 
course, was for the purpose of 
allowing demand and supply to 
govern the price of silver by 
the limitation and neutraliza- 
tion of this oversupply derived 
from the melting up of silver 
coins. 

India had the power to dis- 
pose of, on the markets of the 
world, at any time, and at any 
price, hundreds of millions of 
ounces of silver. In fact, In- 
dia had the power and capacity 
to dump silver derived from the 
melting up of Indian silver 
coins in an amount equal to 
the world’s production from the 
mines—for the period of two 
years. This power and the un- 
certainty attending its execv- 
tion was ‘destructive of the 
value and stability of silver 
throughout the world.

By the President of the United 
States of America, a procla- 
mation: 


Whereas, by paragraph (2) of 
Section 43, Title ITI, of the Act 
of Congress, approved May 12, 
1933 (Public No. 10), the Presi- 
dent is authorized “by procla- 
mation to fix the weight of the 
gold dollar in grains nine-tenths 
fine and also to fix the weight 
of the silver dollar in grains 
nine-tenths fine at a definite 
fixed ratio in relation to the 
gold dollar at such amounts as 
he finds necessary from his in- 
vestigation to stabilize domes- 
_ tic prices or to protect the for- 
eign commerce against the ad- 
verse effect of depreciated for- 
eign currencies, and to provide 
for the unlimited coinage of 
such gold and silver at the ratio 
so fixed, .. .”; and 


Whereas, from investigations 
made by me, I find it necessary, 
in aid of the stabilization of do- 
mestic prices and in accordance 
with the policy and program 
authorized by Congress, which 
are now being administered, 
and to protect our foreign com- 
merce against the adverse ef- 
fect of depreciated foreign cur- 
rencies, that the price of silver 
be enhanced and stabilized; and 

Whereas, a resolution present- 
ed by the delegation of the 
United States of America was 
unanimously adopted at the 
world economic and monetary 
conference in London July 20, 
1933, by the representatives of 
66 governments, which in sub- 
stance provided that said gov- 
ernments will abandon the pol- 
icy and practice of melting up 
or debasing silver coins; that 
low valued silver currency be 
replaced with silver coins and 
that no legislation should be 
enacted that will depreciate th 
value of silver; and 


Whereas, a separate and sup- 
plemental agreement was en- 
tered into, at the instance of 
the representatives of the Unit- 
ed States, between China, In- 
dia and Spain, the holders and 
users of large quantities of sil- 
ver, on the one hand, and Aus- 
tralia, Canada, Mexico, Peru, 
and the United States on the 
other hand, as the chief pro- 
ducers of silver, wherein China 
agreed not to dispose of any 
silver derived from the melting 
up or debasement of _ silver 
coins, and India agreed not to 
dispose of over 35,000,000 ounces 
of silver per annum during a 
period of four years commenc- 
ing Jan. 1, 1934, and Spain 
agreed not to dispose of over 
5,000,000 ounces of silver an- 
nually during said period, and 
both of said Governments 
agreed that at the end of said 
period of four years they would 
then subject themselves to the 
general resolution adopted at 
the London conference, and in 
consideration of such limitation 
it was agreed that the Govern- 
ments of the five producing 
countries would each absorb 
from the mines in their respec- 
tive countries a certain amount 
of silver, the total amount to 
be absorbed by said producing 


countries being 35,000,000 
ounces per annum during the 
four years commencing the 


first day of January, 1934; that 
such silver so absorbed would 
be retained in each of said re- 
spective countries for said per- 
iod of four years, to be used 
for coinage purposes or as_ re- 
serves for currency, or to other- 
wise be retained and kept off 
the world market during such 
period of time, it being under- 
stood that of the 35,000,000 
ounces the United States was to 
absorb annually at least 24. 
421,410 ounces of the silver pro- 
duced in the United States dur- 
ing such period of time.

Now, therefore, finding it 
proper to co-operate with oth- 
er Governments and necessary 
to assist in increasing and 
stabilizing domestic prices, to 
augment the purchasing pow- 
er of peoples in silver-using 
countries, to protect our for- 
eign commerce against the ad- 
verse effect of depreciated for- 


eign currencies, and to carry | 


out the understanding between 
the 66 governments that adopt- 
ed the resolution hereinbefore 
referred to; by virtue of the 
power in me vested by the act 
of Congress above cited, the 
other legislation designed for 
national recovery, and by vir- 
tue of all other authority in me 
vested; 


I, Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
President of the United States 
of America, do proclaim and 
direct that each United States 
coinage mint shall receive for 
coinage into standard silver 
dollars any sil< which such 
mint, subject to regulations 
described hereunder by the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, is sat- 
isfied has been mined, subse- 
quently to the date of this 
proclamation, from natural de- 
posits in the United States or 
any place subject to the juris- 
diction thereof. The director of 
the mint, with the voluntary 
consent of the owner, shall de- 
duct and retain of such silver 
so received "9 per cent as 
seigniorage and for services 
performed by the Government 
of the United States relative to 
the coinage and delivery of sil- 
ver dollars. The balance of 
such silver so received, that is, 
50 per cent thereof, shall be 
coined into standard silver dol- 
lars and the same, or an equal 
number of other standard sil- 
ver dollars, shall be delivered to 
the owner or depositor of such 
silver. The 50 ner cent of such 
silver so deducted shall be re- 
tained as bullion by the Trea- 
sury aud shall not be disposed 
of prior to the thirty-first day 
of December, 1937, except for 
coinage into United States 
coins. 


The Secretary of the Treas- 
ury is authorized to prescribe 
regulations to carry out the 
purposes of this proclamation. 
Such regulations shall contain 
provisions substantially similar 
to the provisions contained in 
the regulations made pursuant 
to the act of Congress, ap- 
proved April 23, 1918 (40 Stat- 
utes at Large, page 535), known 
as the Pittman act, with such 
changes as he shall determine 
prescribing how silver mined, 
subsequently to the date of this 
proclamation from natural de- 
posits in the United States or 
any place subject to the juris- 
diction thereof,.shall be iden- 
tified. 

This proclaamtion shall re- 
main in force and effect until 
the thirty-first day of Decem- 
ber, 1937, unless repealed or 
modified by act of Congress or 
by subsequent proclamation. 

The present ratio in weight 
and fineness of the silver dollar 
to the gold dollar shall, for the 
purposes of this proclamation, 
be maintained until changed by 
further order or proclamation. 

Notice is hereby given that I 
reserve the right by virtue of 
the authority vested in me to 
revoke or modify this procla- 
mation as the interest of the

Lane Aryant 
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Suits Against Utility Fi- 
nance Companies. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Dec. 22. — Federal 
Judge Evan A. Evans ruled today 
that Samuel Insull Sr., was guilty 


of collusion in bringing about the 
receiverships of his two billion dol- 
lar group of public utility holding 
and finance companies. 

The court upheld the contention 
of Attorney Samuel A. Ettelson that 
no further allowance of fees should 
be made to certain receivers and 
attorneys. 

The court determined that’ the 
appointment of Calvin Fentress as 
receiver was made unquestionably 
by Federal Court order “uninflu- 
enced by any outside recommenda- 
tion,” and that Fentress merited 
approval in his conduct of the re- 
ceivership. 

Noting that Fentress had already 
been paid $12,500 as receiver in 
equity and had asked $7500 as re- 
ceiver in ancillary proceedings and 
$10,000 more as receiver in bank- 
ruptcy, the Court decided his serv- 
ices were worth $12,500 and no fur- 
ther allowance should be made, 


. “Glorified Gambling.” 


Judge Evans described the Insull 
investment trust as it operated in 
1929 as “nothing but a glorified 
gambling institution,” with little 
justification for legal existence. The 
presence of such an institution, the 
Court asserted, was “due to the de- 
sires of states to secure revenue, 
and the race of the states has been 
one of laxity and not one of dili- 
gence. 

“Hardly had Insull Utility Invest- 
ments, Inc., sailed forth on the sea 
of speculation carrying the Insull 
flag than it was attacked by the 
pirate ship Eaton, from Cleveland,” 
said the Court. “In 1929 piracy was 
not outlawed, nor, it seems, was 
there any closed season on the op- 
erations of those engaged in this 
popular pastime on the sea of high 
finance. When the smoke of this 
conflict disappeared and the dam- 
age was appraised, it was found 
that the assets of the Insull Utility 
Investments, Inc., were sadly de- 
pleted. In the succeeding months 
the company borrowed vast and 
ever vaster sums of money from 
banks, to secure which it hypothe- 
cated most of its remaining assets.” 


Nothing for Stockho’~ -:. 


“The company had assets of $1,- 
500,000 with which to meet the un- 
secured debenture obligations of 
$66,000,000, as well as other debts 
which would, of course, leave noth- 
ing for the stockholders,” said 
Judge Evans. 

“The debenture holders, however, 
had a possible claim against the 
banks because of the alleged un- 
authorized action of Mr. Insull in 
hypothecating the assets which 
were the only security back of the 
debenture notes. I do not mean to 
Say that the cause of action in fa- 
vor of the debenture holders 
against the secured creditors is a 
good one. That query is not be- 
fore me and I have not been en- 
lightened as to the facts. However, 
there was the cause of action, and 
it constituted the one sustaining 
hope of the debenture holders, 

“In such a situation the query, 
who represents the debenture hold- 
ers, becomes an insistent and per- 
tinent one. The secured creditors 
were not interested in the receiver, 
for their claims were secured by 
the hypothecated securities of the 
company. Mr. Insull, the other

Questioners: With Ideas of 
Their Own Deliver Ha- 
rangues—Only 125 Per- 


sons at Odeon. 


Questioners with their own ideas 
about money enlivened the sound 
money mass meeting of the Cru- 


saders last night at the Odeon. 


Many of the 125 persons who 


attended—just a sprinkling in the 


large auditorium—responded eager- 


ly to the chairman’s-invitation to 
ask questions after the speakers 
had concluded. They made it clear 
they did not agree with the gen- 
eral conclusion of the four speak- 
ers that early return to the gold 
standard waé to be desired. 

“These people are faking you,” 
one aggressive young man shout- 
ed, as the question he arose to 
ask turned into a harangue. “When 
you people get over the fetish of 
gold and silver you will be a free 
people and not until then.” 

Most of the questions were asked 
not for information but for sake 


of argument, the questioners  at- 
tempting to make speeches. Fre- 
quent cries of “Sit down,” “Put 
him out,” “Hire a hall,” came from 
the small audience, which seemed 
to enjoy the situation. 

The speakers were Fred G. Clark 
of Cleveland, national commander 
of the Crusaders; Isaac Lippincott, 
professor of economics at Washing- 
ton University; Harry J. O'Neill, 
professor of economics at St. Louis 
University, and Congressman James 
R. Claiborne. 

Congressman Claiborne, Demo- 
erat, elected at large from Missourf | 
in 1932,. explained why he voted 
against the act enacted by Congress 
in special] session this year giving 
the President power to change the 
gold content,of the dollar. He read 
the constitutional provision giving 
to Congress the power to coin 
money and regulate its value, and 
gave his view that Congress alone 


should exercise that power and not 


delegate it to the President. 
Confidence in President. 


“T am not here to quarrel with 
the President,” he said. “I have 
every confidence in him, but I am 
here to let you know how I feel 
about measures of that kind and 
how I propose to vote in the fu- 
ture.” 

He said he was opposed to the 
present gold-buying policy and de 
liberate debasement of the currency 
in an attempt to raise prices. 

“I did not believe it would work, 
and it is not working,” he said. He 
was opposed to the so-called com- 
modity dollar theory. 

“Let me remind those who may 
say I am not supporting my Presi- 
dent,” he continued, “that I am 
keeping faith with the pledge of my 
party, in its platform, for sound 
money atallcost. You cannot pump 
confidence into business by _legis- 
lation. The one surest way to re- 
store confidence is for the Presi- 
dent to announce what he proposes 
to do with the dollar. Let business 
know what the future value will be 
and business will proceed to con- 
tract for the future; confidence will 
return.” 

All the speakers gave warnings 
of the dangers of inflation, using 
the term to mean the issuance of 
paper currency without definite 
backing of gold. 

“No one wants inflation,” Prof. 
Lippincott said. “Then why discuss 
it? It isn’t what you want, but 
what circumstances may force you 
into.” He thought it possible the 
United States might be forced into 
such inflation if present policies of 
huge expenditures beyond the Gov- 
ernment’s current revenues are con- 
tinued. Both he and. Prof. O’Neill 
expressed the view that the com- 
modity dollar would not be effec- 
tive in stabilization of prices, as 
argued by its advocates. 

Would Improve Gold Standard. 


Clark recalled the agitation in the 
last Congress for inflation. He 
thought it possible a majority of 
Congress might force inflation on 
the Government. He denied the 
sound money movement of the Cru- 
saders was ah attack on President 
Roosevelt, whom he described as 
fundamentally opposed to inflation. 
He said rather that the movement 
was intended to arouse. popular 
support to strengthen the President 
against inflationary demands from 
Congress. 

Rather than abandon the gold 
standard, he said, the Government 
should try to improve it and make 
it more useful as a basis for the 
money system. He gave examples 
of financial chaos which followed 
inflation in other countries. 

Following its activities in the 
prohibition repeal campaign, the 
Crusaders organization now has 
turned to other sound Govetnment 
policies, Clark said. It has organ- 
ized the Missouri State Sound 
Money Committee, of which John 
S. Lionberger is chairman. Gil- 
bert P. Strelinger is State Com- 
mander.

Examiner Characterizes 
Guardian Detroit Group 
as ‘Somewhat of Promo- 
tion Scheme.’ 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22—A re- 
port from the chief national bank 
examiner at Chicago to the Comp- 
troller of Currency last year char- 
acterizing the Guardian group of 
banks in Detroit as “somewhat of a 
promotion sceme” and _ asserting 
that dividends were declared “far 
beyond the point of conservatism” 
was read today to Senate investi- 
gators. 

Earlier, the Senate Banking Com- 
mittee received evidence that the 
group had sustained losses of more 
than $1,000,000 for 1930, 1931 and 
1932 which were not reported to 
stockholders. 

The report, written by Chief Ex- 
aminer Alfred P. Leyburn, on June 
14, 1932, said that Robert O. Lord, 
then president of the group, was 
“not a banker and he never has 
been and never will be.” 

Lord Makes Reply. 

Lord, on the witness stand, lis- 
tened to the reading of the report 
by Ferdinand Pecora, committee 
counsel, without a show of emotion. 
A few minutés later, however, he 
characterized it as “entirely un- 
just” and launched into a defense 
of the group banks. 

Referring to evidence that more 
than $4,000,000 was out in loans to 
directors last year, he said $2,100,- 
000 had been repaid by them last 
summer. 

During the examination, Pecora 
asked Lord whether the stockhold- 
ers’ report would have shown a 
profit by the non-banking .subsid- 
iaries. 

When the witness said he did not 
know, Pecora exclaimed: “Oh, my 
Stockholders Not Told. 

W. A. Eubank, chief accountant 
for the group, testified the deficits 
were hot reported to the stockhold- 
ers, in his opinion, because if 
“would have had a very reaction- 
ary effect on the public and caused 
a collapse of the banks.” 

Leyburn’s letter follows in part: 
“The Guardian group was some- 
what of a promotion scheme and in 
order to show satisfactory earnings 
in the holding company, dividends

House Ways and Means 
Committee Tentatively 
Sets Rates to Bring in 
Nearly Half Billion. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22. — The 
House Ways und Means Commit- 
tee today approved tentatively a 
liquor tax bill estimated to bring in 
$470,000,000, including revenue from 
beer. 

By a vote of 13 ayes to 9 Repub- 
licans voting present, the commit- 
tee adopted a levy of $2 a gallon on 
distilled spirits, estimated to bring 
in $300,000,000 in revenue on an es- 
timated consumption of 150,000,000 
gallons during the first full post 
repeal year. 

The committee rejected the Ad- 
ministration’s proposal for alloca- 
tion of a portion of the liquor reve- 


_nue to the states, because of many 


difficulties, Chairman Doughton 
announced. 

Reciprocal Agreements. 
A decision to permit existing 
liquor tariffs to stand until the ad- 
ministration submits proposals for 
reciprocal trad. agreements with 
foreign countries was made today 
by the committee. It rejected the 
Interdepartmental Committee’s rec- 
ommendation for a double tariff 
under which the President would be 
empowered to fix import duties on 
countries entering into reciprocal 
trade agreements and those failing 
to enter such pacts. Doughton said 
the question ‘of reciprocal tariffs 
would be considered later, but 
would not be included in the liquor 
tax bill. 
The committee also made a flat 
$5 a barrel rate on beer. At pres- 
ent 3.2 beer bears the $5 rate but 
all brew of alcoholic content great- 
er now is subject to a $6 a barrel 
tax. 
Tax experts told Doughton that 
beer was producing revenue at the 
rate of $160,000,000 a year, and esti- 


mated wine revenue’ through 
domestic excise taxes would net 
$10,000,000. 


Rates Agreed on for Wine. 
The rates on wine agreed on to- 
day are as follows: 

, Wine of alcoholic content of 14 
per cent or less, by volume 10 cents; 
a gallon; 14 to 21 per cent, 20 cents; 
21 to 24 per cent, 40 cents, while all 
wines and brandies containing more 
than 24 per cent will bear the $2 a 
galion levy, the same as hard liquor. 
Sparkling wines, including cham- 
pagne and Burgundies, 80 cents a 
gallon, with artificial sparkling 
wines charged with sparkling wa- 
ters, 40 cents a gallon. 
Questioned whether the President 
approved the striking out of the In- 
terdepartmental Committee’s rec- 
ommendations for State allocation 
of liquor revenues, Doughton said: 
“The President has interposed no 
objection.” 

Bills for Price Control. 
The chairman explained there 
were “so many difficulties” encoun- 
tered by the committee in seeking 
to reach a basis of allocation that 
it was decided to “strike it out.” He 
said “the wet states didn‘t want the 
dry states to share in the Federal 
revenue a nd, to avoid any delay in 
getting early passage of the bill so 
that the Treasury could receive 
early benefits from the higher rates, 
we decided to drop it.” 
The measure covering the liquor 
tax is expected to be presented to 
the House on the opening day of 
Congress, Jan. 3. 
On Capitol Hill several members 
are preparing price control bills, 
one proposing that the retail figure 
be cost plux tax, plus 10 per cent. 
The double tariff on imported 
liquors was laid aside for the pres- 
ent, for one reason, to permit the 
Treasury to receive the full benefit 
of the duty during the “flush im- 
port period.” It was estimated that 
tetween 15,000,000 and 20,000,000 
gallons of spirits would be import- 
ed in the first full post-repeal year 
and that this would bring in from

“We had 
blankets to protect us from the 
cold. Jt was snowing very hard. 
Everyone took places in a cool and 
orderly fashion. In fact, most of 
the passengers treated the incident 
as more or less of a joke. There 
were four or five women and three 
children,” 

The sea was smooth, and the only 
discomfort was from the cold, he 
said. Shortly afterward a tugboat 
pulled the Prince George off the 
rocks, and the liner made port at 
Anyox.

LORD INVERCLYDE GETS 
ORCE IN SCOTLAND 


British Courts Don’t Recognize 
Actress Wife’s Reno Decree 
Granted in 1931. 


By the Associated Press. 
EDINBURGH, Scotland, Dec. 22, 
—The Court of Session today grant- 
ed Lord Inverclyde, shipping mag- 
nate, a divorce from Lady Inver- 
clyde, known on the stage as June 
Tripp. 

Their wedding in 1929 was one 
of the outstanding social events of 
the season. She obtained a divorce 
at Reno, Nev., in 1931, by default, 
and at that time said she hoped 
Lord Inverclyde would “play the 
gentleman and divorce me in En- 
gland, so that I can not be prose- 
cuted for bigamy in my native land 
should I remarry and return there.” 
Reno decrees are not recognized 
in Great Britain. 

Lord Inverclyde obtained his di- 
vorce on a petition directed against 
Lady Inverclyde and Mathew Bar- 
tholomew Anthony Paanakker. He 
alleged misconduct which he said 
occurred during September and Oc- 
tober of 1932 in Lady Inverclyde’s 
flat and also in Paanakker’s 
apartments in London. Both Lady 
Inverclyde and Paanakker denied 
the allegations. 

Lord Inverclyde, traveling incog- 
nito, went to the United States in 
November, 1928, after having been 
divorced from Miss Olive Sainsbury, 
to whom he was married in 1926. 
Shortly after his arrival there his 
engagement to June Tripp was an- 
nounced. The two returned to En- 
gland together and were married 
shortly afterward. 

Lord Inverclyde inherited $10,- 
000,000 (normally $48,500,000) and 
interest in the shipping firm estab- 
lished by his family. For a time 
he was an officer in the Scots 
Guards.

IN AUTO COLLISION 


WITH STREET CAR 


Dr. Royal Tharp, 50, Vic- 
tim of Crash on Casey- 
ville Av. Near Forty-Sec- 
ond St., East St. Louis. 


Dr. Royal Tharp, 50-year-old East 
St. Louis physician, was killed last 
night when his automobile collided 
head-on with a street car on Casey- 
ville avenue near Forty-second 
street, East St. Louis. His chest 
was crushed. 

Stephen F. Porter, the motorman, 
said the headlight of his car shone 
on the doctor’s face just before the 
collision and that his eyes appeared 
to be closed and his head droop- 
ing. Dr. Porter was returning to 
his home at 1530 North Forty-fifth 
street after an all-day hunting trip 
in Southern Missouri with Robert 
E. McGlynn, East St. Louis attor- 
ney. His hunting dog was not in- 
jured. 

Porter said he saw the automo- 
bile approaching in the car track 
about 200 feet away and clanged 
his bell. He brought his car to a 
stop when the machine was about 


10 feet away, he said. Police sug- 
gested the possibility that Dr. 
Tharp had suffered a heart attack. 

Dr. Tharp was a former president 
of the East St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety. He was born in Kingfisher, 
Ok., and was graduated from the 
old Physicians’ and Surgeons’ Med- 
ical College of St. Louis about 25 
years ago. He specialized in kidney 
diseases. He had served as a Cap- 
tain overseas during the World 
War. He is survived by his widow, 
and his father and sister living in 
Canada.

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ICWA PLANS TO 
REPAIRS ON FARM HOMES 


FINANCE 


Part of Program to Improve Rural Living 
Conditions—Ten-Week Survey 
to Be Made First. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 22. — The 


Government's campaign to improve 
living conditions in farm homes 
was advanced yesterday, with three 
departments preparing to inaugu- 
rate a survey of the extent of 
necessary work. 


President Roosevelt also was de- 
scribed today as being willing that 
the Federal Government co-operate 
by extending loans as called for in 
a plan presented by Senator Fra- 
zier (Rep.), North Dakota, to es- 
tablish small industries in farming 
districts. It was made plain, how- 
ever, that the President would ex- 
pect the communities to show their 
good faith first by establishing the 
industries with their own money. 
The idea of the plan is to have the 
industries located in districts where 
the products they use and manu- 
facture are produced. 

The Bureau of Home Economics, 
Bureau of Agricultural Engineer- 
ing and Extension Service are _ to 
gather detailed information on 
farm homes, using Civil Works Ad- 
ministration funds to employ 
trained workers now on relief rolls 
to compile the data. 

The survey will require at least 
10 weeks and will furnish about 
4350 man-hours of employment in 
each state, according to preliminary 
estimates. All work will be _ in 
charge of a State Committee com- 
posed of a trained home economist, 
an agricultural engineer or archi- 
tect, both furnished by the State 


College, and the heads of each 
county organization. 
Personnel of County Groups. 

Efforts will be made to employ 
a home economist to supervise work 
in each county. She would have 
11 field agents to work five weeks 
each and three clerks for six weeks 
each. An agricultural engineer or 
architect will also assist the County 
Supervisor. 

The field agents will visit each 
farm home in the county to deter- 
mine the size of the family; age, 
type and condition of the home; 
number and size of rooms; plumb- 
ing and water facilities available; 
necessary repairs needed; status of 
ownership, and willingness of the 
occupants to have these facili- 
ties installed. if provided on liberal 
credit terms. 

CWA to Finance Projects. 

From these county-wide surveys 
state committees will compile all 
data on improvements needed, draw 
up proposals for suggested improve- 
ments with plans and specifications 
and determine the cost of providing 
them. Actual improvement work 
will then be done either by the 
Civil Works Administration with 
the Government buying materials, 
by local contracts for construction 
with Federal purchase of materials, 
or by contracts covering both con- 
struction and materials. 

Plans for financing call for the 
lending of Government funds on 
small interest terms for a 10-year 
period or supervising the credit 
terms of local lending agencies 
which agree to advance funds. 


equipment. Purchases of the cheap- 
er equipment will be financed by 
the government agency. 

Of Experimental Nature. 

Lilienthal said in New York the 
Electric Home and Farm Author- 
ity would be incorporated “shortly 
after New Year’s” at Wilmington, 
Del. Stressing the experimental 
nature of the undertaking, he 
pointed out that the purposes of 
the authority have been so out- 
lined that “private capital can be 
thrown in with public credit,” and 
the undertaking eventually widened 
in scope. 

Explaining the plan of operation, 
Lilienthal said that he and his fel- 
low directors were now negotiating 
with the electric operating and 
holding companies, of which the 
Electric Bond & Share Corporation 
and the Commonwealth & Southern 
Corporation are paramount, for rate 
reductions which the authority will 
exploit in educating consumers to 
purchase the equipment. 

In brief, the housewife, he said, 
will be enabled to purchase an in- 
dorsed refrigerator, range, hot- 
water heater or other unit by means 
of a small down payment and sign- 
ing an agreement to pay the bal- 
ance by monthly payments within 
the next four years. The dealer will 
then relay the paper through his 
distributer or manufacturer to the 
Electric Home and Mortgage Au- 
thority, which will immediately re- 
mit the entire purchase price, less 
the amount of the down payment. 

Lilienthal pointed out that guar- 
antees of protection against non- 
payment by the purchaser, which 
will be required of the dealer, will 
forestall dealers from attempting to 
outstrip themselves in effecting 
sales. 

One Way to Cut Cost. 

He pointed out that the cost to 
consumers would be further de- 
creased, inasmuch as utility and 
operating companies will be re 
quired to collect the monthly pay- 
ments, adding the installments to 
the consumers’ bills. Lilienthal es- 
timated that such procedure would 
effect, in itself, approximately a 15 
per cent reduction from the equip- 
ment cost. ; 

Although afforded $10,000,000 
RFC credit, in the form of a guar- 
antee, Lilienthal hoped it would 
not have to be drawn on, pointing 
out that the $1,000,000 NRA capi- 
tal authorized to the Electric Home 
and Farm Authority would be con- 
stantly replenished through month- 
ly remissions, which are to be sent 
by the utility and operating com- 
panies when collected. 

Lilienthal said he. expected that 
banks would be as anxious to buy 
the consumer paper. He estimated 
that approximately 500,000 connect- 
ed customers residing in Alabama. 
Georgia, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Kentucky. and portions of North 
Carolina and Virginia within the 
Tennessee Valley Authority, could 
be expected to purchase at least 
100,000 refrigerators, 60,000 ranges. 


and 25,000 water heaters during 
1934. For every $1 spent by con- 
sumers in purchasing equipment, 
Lilienthal estimated that the util- 
ities and operating companies 
would expend $2 toward meeting 
the increased load by adding to 
their facilities. 

“The market is really a guess,” 
he said, “for we'll be reaching a 
stratum of customers never 
reached before. The rates, when 
decided upon, will make it possible 
for the people within the areas to 
use the equipment. The estimates 
I gave do not include the results 
to be expected through stimulation 
of other lines.” 

Picking of Popular Models. 

Explaining the co-operation being 
shown by electrical manufacturers 
and the utilities towards building 
up distributing loads by the use of 
more electrical appliances, Lilien- 
thal said, “the plan we are now talk- 
ing over with the manufacturers, 
provides that each pick out one 
model for each of four items they 
believe will have the best chance of 
wide distribution. They will sub- 
mit to us samples, specifications 
and prices. In co-operation with 
the Bureau of Standards, we will 
pass on their adequacy and prices, 
which, naturally, will be marked as 
low as possible. 

“It is proposed to create promo- 
tional, educational 
committees, over which an execu- 
tive group of representatives of 
manufacturers, dealers and utilities 
groups will preside. They will work 
together and it is hoped to include 
representatives of educational and 
agricultural institutions of the area 
to awaken the consumers to the 
savings and advantages of the pur- 
chases. 

Lilienthal agreed that NRA ten- 
ets would be strictly enforced in 
every phase of the undertaking and 
said the manufacturers would not 
be allowed to expand their activi- 
ties unless there was evidence 
showing that the lag of all had been 
eradicated. 

Lilienthal said that he is not ad- 
vising at the present time that the 
jurisdiction of objectives of the 
Electric Home & Farm Authority 
be made national in scope. Georgia 
and Alabama rates were reduced 
approximately 25 per cent this week, 
he said, adding, “it will be desir- 
able if there is substantial uni- 
formity ‘of reductions throughout 
the entire systems of the holding 
companies.”

U. S., FRANCE AGREE 9N PLAN 
TO TRADE FRUIT FOr LIQUOR 


Compromise Reached at Washing- 
ton and New Beverage Allot- 
ment Is Set. 

By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22. — Days 
of effort to break a deadlock over 
tariffs imposed on American goods 
to be imported into France under 
a reciprocal liquor trade agreement 
ended in a compromise last night. 
Under the compromise, France 
guarantees a: market of 20,000 tons 
of American apples and pears re- 
gardless of tariffs. In exchange, 
the United States opens its liquor 
import quota to an additional] 784,- 
000 gallons of the French products. 

The compromise was viewed as 
dictated by a desire of this Gov- 
ernment to continue increasing the 
domestic liquor supply. This was 
made urgent when it became 
known that the import quotas from 
all countries had virtually expired 
and that France actually had com- 
pleted its imports under the orig- 
inal 784,000-gallon allotment. 


ILLINOIS SALES TAX LAW 
IS HELD CONSTITUTIONAL 


State Supreme Court Also Approves 
Diversion of Gasoline Tax 
Funds to Help Needy.

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Dec. 22. — 
The 2 per cent retail sales tax law 
was upheld as constitutional today 
by the Illinois Supreme Court. 

The court also upheld the con- 
stitutionality of diverting gasoline 
tax funds to the financing of unem- 
ployment relief. 

The decision validates the cur- 
rent use of sales tax revenues for 
unemployment relief and will per- 
mit Gov. Horner to proceed with 
his plans to eliminate or reduce 
the State tax on property next 
year. 

Last May the Supreme Court 
ruled that the 3 per cent sales tax 
was unconstitutional. The law was 
redrafted to eliminate the objec- 
tionable features cited then. 


RUBBER TIRE INDUSTRY CODE 
APPROVED BY ROOSEVELT 


His Acceptance of Six More Pacts 
Brings Total So Far Signed 
to 174. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has approved the 
code of fair competition for the 
rubber tire industry. 

NRA announced the chief execu- 
tive had signed this pact together 
with five others, bringing the list 
of approved codes to 174. 

The other codes approved cover 
the rayon and silk dyeing industry; 
savings building and loan associa- 
tions; the grinding wheel industry; 
rolling steel door manufacturers, 
and the smelting and refining of 
brass and bronze alloy. 

In approving the tire code the 
President specifically retained the 
right to cancel it or modify it at 
any time if investigation by the 
Federal Trade Commission should 
disclose need for changes. 

Administrator Johnson was di- 
rected to investigate and report 
within 90 days, with the assistance 
of the Trade Commission, on wheth- 
er unfair trade practices existed in 
the tire industry which must be 
corrected. 


MEXICO’S NEW ‘OIL POLICY 


MEXICO, D. F., Dec. 22.—Prac- 
tical nationalization of Mexico's pe- 
troleum indu.:ry was proposed last 
night by’ President Rodriguez in 
requesting extraordinary powers 
from the Senate to establish regu- 
lation through a semi-official cor- 
poration. 

The organization will develop oil 
fields, control domestic production, 
fix prices in accordance with the 
nation’s needs and encourage the 
investment of Mexican capital in 
the industry, which is now mostly 
controlled by American and English 
companies. 


Pope’s Christmas Address. 

VATICAN CITY, Dec. 22.—The 
Pope’s annual Christmas address 
will be delivered at noon Satur- 
day, it is announced today. Al- 
though Pope Pius has not fully 
decided, prelates said +e message 
probably would be broadcast, on a 
19.84 meter waye, 15,120 kilocycles.

QUOR BLL TED 
UP ANOTHER WEEK 
PROBABLY LONGER 


Conference Committee of 
Legislature Will Not Re- 
sume Work Before Tues- 
day or Wednesday.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 22. — 
The deadlock in the Legislature on 
the liquor control bill will deprive 
Missouri of legal liquor for Christ- 
mas, and probably, for New Year’s 
day. 

Legislative action will be at a 
standstill until Wednesday of next 
week, when the Joint Conference 
Committee will resume considera- 
tion of the House amendments to 
the Senate bill, in a second effort 
to reach a compromise between the 
two houses. 

A week elapsed between the ap- 
pointment of the committee and 
submission of its first report, which 
was adopted by the Senate and re- 
jected by the House. If as much 
time is taken in the second confer- 
ence, the report will not be ready 
for submission bef Jan. 3 or 4, 
and when it is submitted, there is 
no certainty it will be adopted. 

There is a possibility, however, 
that considerably less time will be 
taken in the forthcoming confer- 
ence, due to the fact that the same 
committee will be functioning, and 
in its first sessions it reached a 
full accord on virtually all the pro- 
visions of the act with the excep- 
tion of those dealing with the 
opening of saloons. 

Saloon Holds Up Action. 

The saloon question is the only 
one holding the houses apart, but 
that has them far apart, and, be- 
cause of the uncompromising: atti- 
tude of both houses, there is no cer- 
tainty that it can be disposed gf in 
the committee under several days. 

The Senate favors sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor by the drink; in other 
words, it favors saloons, in all in- 
corporated cities, towns and villages 
in the State which want them, but 
with the provision that any muni- 
cipality may vote to bar the saloon. 

The House is opposed to sale by 
the drink anywhere of intoxicating 
liquor having an alcoholic content 
of more than 12 per cent, which 
would include only light wines and 
beer. 

In the conference report rejected 
by the House, the Senate conferees 
receded slightly from their position, 
agreeing that sale by the drink 
should be limited to cities of the 
fourth class and above, which 
would make saloons possible in 
towns of 200 population and above. 

It also receded from a position 
taken in the passage of the original 
bill, under which all these towns 
would be wet unless they voted 
themselves dry, and agreed that all 
towns of less than 2500 population 
should be dry until they voted them- 
selves wet, while those of larger 
population would start out wet. 

The House,.as was told yester- 
day, refused to accept the confer- 
ence committee report, standing 
against the saloon by a vote of 101 
to 34. 

The House rejection of the report 
Wednesday night was technically 
invalid and it was again rejected 
today to keep the record straight. 
Senator Donnelly and other Senate 
authorities held the House had no 
power to act without having in its 
possession the liquor Dill in con- 
troversy. The bill was in the Sen- 
ate. 

The Senate took up the report 
yesterday, adopted it by a vote of 
26 to 4, passed the bill as amended 
by the same vote, and sent it to the 
House this morning. 

To meet the technical objections, 
the House, with only about one- 
sixth of its membership: present, 
again rejected the conference re- 


port, using the same roll call, by 
which it -rejected it Wednesday

There will be no further action 
before Tuesday or Wednesday, when 
the Conference Committee will re- 
sume its consideration of the House 
amendments to the Senate bill. 

Much Doubt About Drink. 

Much doubt exists among both 
Senate and House members that an 
agreement is possible. The Senate 
shows no disposition to abandon its 
position in favor of legal sales by 
the drink, and there is no sign that 
a by-the-drink bill can get through 
the House. 

As a possible basis of compromise 
there has been a suggestion that 
sale by the drink be limited to cities 
of more than 25,000 population, 
which would include St. Louis, Kan- 
sas City, St. Joseph and Springfield, 
or in cities of more than 10,000 pop- 
ulation, but House leaders express 
doubt that any bill with a saloon 
provision can pass. 

When the Conference Committee 
reconvenes, Gov. Park expects to 
invite the members to his office for 
discussion, in the hope of bringing 
about an agreement. The Governor 
has taken the position that the 
Democratic Legislature would be 
breaking faith with the people if 
it should pass a bill under which 
saloons could operate. He has in- 
sisted that the Legislature must ob- 
serve the anti-saloon pledges in the 
Democratic national and State plat- 
forms. 


LINDBERGH GIVES TOUR PLANE 
TO THE AMERICAN MUSEUM 


Unexpectedly Makes Presentation 
to Natural History Institu- 
tion in New York.

NEW YORK, Dec. 22.—The low- 
winged monoplane in which Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles a. Lindbergh 
visited four continents has found a 
permanent resting place in the 
American Museum of Natura! His- 


tory. 

After Jan. 1 it will be tne central 
exhibit in the museum’s new Hall 
of Ocean Life. Along with the plane 
will be all the equipment used by 
the Lindberghs in their recent five- 
month exploration flight, including 
everything from electrically heated 
flying clothes to tropical sun hel- 
mets. 

Col. and Mrs. Lindbergh erteont: 
ed the plane unexpectedly to the 
museum yesterday. F. Trubee 
Davison, president of the museum, 
in accepting it, said the plane was 
“of rare his’>ric value.” 

The plane, a Lockheed-Sirius, has 
belonged to Col. Lindbergh for sev- 
eral years and is the same one in 
which he and Mrs. Lindbergh flew 
to the Orient two years ago. 

The famous “Spirit of St. Louis,” 
in which Col. Lindbergh made his 
flight from New York to Paris, is 
in the Smithsonian Institution in 
Washington.

Copeland prepared the legislative 
program with the aid of agents of 
the United States Bureau of Inves 
tigation. The plan includes pra 
visions empowering the Federal 
Government to: 

Extend its authority to cover all 
kidnaping cases; 

End the requirement for a unani- 
mous jury ver“‘-t in Federa' courts# 

Supervise the extradition of wif- 
Messes from one state to another? 

Impose drastic regulations for 
the interstate sale of firearms; 

Intervene in any state or comm 
munity where the Attorney-General] 
determines that local government 
has failed to function. 

Cites Constitutional Guarantee. 

The last named power, according 
to Copeland’s plan, would be con- 
ferred in a bill placing on the Fed» 
eral Government the duty of pro- 
tecting “states and all persons 
therein in the employment of a re- 
publican form of government as 
guaranteed in the Constitution of 
the United States.” 

Copeland said that in framing the 
bill he had in mind the O’Connell 
kidnaping case in Albany, where he 


act vigorously or to welcome Fed+- 
eral investigation. 

The power to intervene in kidnap- 
ing cases, Copeland said, would be 
included in a bill drawn up by him 
which will provide that, in the event 
of the disappearance of an indi- 
vidual, the presumption would exist 
after three days’ absence that. the 
person had been kidnaped and a 
state line had been crossed. The 
Federal Government could then use 
all its power to trace the missin 
and presumably kidnaped individe 
ual.

The teachers bought $4,950,000 in 
corporate stock notes and revenue 
bonds issued by the city but not 
salable to bankers because of a 
four-year financing agreement 
reached late last summer. — 

The securities were bought at a 
discount that will yield 9 per cent. 
The average nominal rate on the 
securities is 4.

T seems almost as though our

A couple of years later, when 
Gus Sonnenberg took the title 
from him, Ed yelped again—he 
was fouled. He was outside the 
ring and when Sonnenberg butted 
him into defeat, it was a das 
tardly foul—oh, yea. But the ref- 
eree said no. 

In 1931, after Lewis had sur- 
prised and perhaps outraged the 
confidence of Don George by de- 
feating the new college champion 
of the day, Ed let out another 
roar. This time it came from 
Canada, where ke made the mis- 
take of meeting one of Don 
George’s brothers in blood—Henri 
Deglane of the Bowser group. 

The referee declared Lewis had 
forfeited the match and the title 
to Henri, because in a moment 
of rage he had bitten Deglane’s 
arm.

ND so coming right down to 

cases, we find that Lewis has 
spent much of his championship 
career in snarls, for which is is 
forever blaming someone. But 
doh’t be too sympathetic with 
Ed because most of the instances 
mentioned have gone against 
him. Lewis knows better than 
any one else how to dramatize 
brainstorms. 

We don’t pretend to know if 
Ed got the worst of any deal in 
St. Louis. But we do know that 
if he did, he put his foot into 
the trap without being urged by 
anyone. He brought the situa- 
tion on himself, He “asked for 
it.” 

In fact, the entire affair may 
well have been due to some 
highly imaginative planning—and 
the wrestling. world, in the past, 
has shown evidence of unusual 
development of the bump of im- 
agination.

HANDBOOKS HERE 
T0 PUT PAYOFF 
LIMIT ON RACE 
BETS AT 20101 


Due to heavy losses in recent 
weeks, 300 handbook makers of 


this city, in a meeting at the May- 
fair Hotel last night decided to 
abandon all pay-offs at odds paid at 
the race tracks, and put a maxi- 
mum of 20 to 1, 8 to 1 and 4 tol on 
all win, place and showbets. The 
limit of payoff on any winning par- 
lay in the future will not exceed 
30°to 1. 

Heretofore handbooks, which 
have been accepting wagers as 
small as 50 cents, have been paying 
off bets as high as $2 at the track 
odds, with limit odds on all money 
wagered above that sum. Parlays 
have been paid at varying rates, 
some as high as 50 to 1. 

The meeting was called by Irving 
J. Lee, operator of a chain of books. 
He sponsored the dinner, at which 


4 the subject was discussed, at a cost 


of upwards of $1000. 

Lee declined to give out the de- 
tails of what happened at the meet- 
ing or to discuss the policy adopted. 
From one of those present the facts 
were learned by the Post-Dispatch. 

Many of the operators of the 
meeting admitted that the erratic 
results of races at various tracks, 
the growing success of the betting 
element and the widespread extent 
of “if coming” wagers and parlays 
were at the bottom of the losses 
suffered by the bookmaking frater- 
nity. 

The“ if-coming” bettor, starting 
with a 50-cent piece, might by suc- 
cessive victories have enough money 
on a long shot to cause a crippling 
loss to the bookmaker if the track 
odds were paid. 

As between the abolishment of 
the parlay and if-coming wagers, 
and the track limit in payoff, it was 
decided the better plan was to es- 
tablish a maximum payoff. 

Not all the bookies in the city at- 
tended the meeting, several of the 
old-line players ignoring it. Among 
the veterans who decided to con- 
tinue operating on the track odds 
basis was Tom Kearney. 

“It's true that the wise money 
has been hurting the books consid- 
erably of late,” Kearney said. “The 
bettors are getting smarter. I still 
believe in the old system of paying 
off at track odds up to $10, across 
the board” (win, place and show), 
and above that put on the limit.’

“IT remember Sloan well,” ob- 
served the veteran turf authority 
Tom Kearney. “Sloan developed 
into a race rider on St. Louis 
tracks in 1891. He had his first 
local mount at a South Side race 
course where the McKinley High 
School now stands. The South Side 
plant was operated by George Mc- 
Manus, father of the celebrated 
cartoonist, and treasurer of the 


the old Grand Opera House. 


“Slo first winning mount, at 
South Side was on a horse called 
Hominy Bill, one cold Christmas 
day, 1891. He finished his riding 
career around St. Louis, piloting W. 
P, Magrane’s’ mare Dearest to vic- 
tory at the old East St. Louis track, 
located where the Municipal Free 
Bridge, now enters Illinois. This 
was in the spring of 1894. That 
summer he went East to ride for 
George E. Smith, Pittsburgh Phil, 
a famous turf plunger. 

“Tod was the world’s greatest 
jockey. I make this statement 
without any reservation. Tod es- 
tablished a record in 1897 and 1898 
all riders have been ‘shooting at’ 
ever since. In 1897 he rode 137 
winners, 369 mounts for a winning 
pércentage of 37.1 and next year 
he rode 166 winners, 362 mounts for 
the amazing winning percentage of 
45.1. 

“Sloan’s followers,: including 
Pittsburgh Phil cleaned up hand- 
somely. Pittsburgh Phil was one 
of the very few horse players to 
beat the races. One of his ‘aces 
in the hole’ was BETTING ON 
SLOAN’S MOUNTS.” 

Sloan Made Million, 

But Died Penniless. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 22.—Fu- 
neral arrangements were being 
made today for Tod Sloan, 59, for 
many years the world’s ‘most fa- 
mous jockey. 

Death from cirrhosis of the liver 
yesterday wrote finis to the colorful 
career of the little man who wrote 
turf history on two continents, and 
lived gaily. 

Sloan suffered a relapse several 
weeks ago and was removed from 
the home of friends to a hospital, 
then to a private sanitarium where 
he died in.a flower-banked room.

Sloan, who had made a vast for- 
tune in America and England, died 
penniless. He was a “good fellow. 
He made it and spent it—lavishly. 
He gave generously to his friends. 

His former wife, Betty Maloney

Sloan was a native of Kokomo, 
Ind., the son of a barber, and 
was a prominent figure of the

In England, 
he rode for King Edward VII, then 
Prince of Wales. He came to the 
West Coast about 13 years ago aft- 
er he had spent in about three 
years the $1,000,000 he made on the 
track. He lost vast sums betting 
on races and in business ventures. 
For a time he worked at the 
Tijuana, Mex., race track. He moved 
here six years ago. 

Worked as Extra. 

Sloan had worked as an extra in 
the movies. His last employment 
was as an official at a Hollywood 
turtle race, which was closed in a 
raid by police. 

“And if I had to do it all over 
again,” he told the doctor yesterday 
before he died, “I'd live exactly as 
I have lived.” 

Sloan’s will, made Aug. 25, was to 
be filed for probate today. 

The attorney who drew it re- 
vealed that with the exception of 
some mining property in Sierra 
County, Cal., Sloan had nothing left 
of his one-time $1,000,000 estate. : 

The mine is the Shamrock and 
was left to Sloan’s daughter, Ann, 
10, with the proviso that if the 
value of the property ever exceeds 
a certain amount the surplus will 
go to Mrs. J: P. Cudahy, Sloan’s 
life-long friend.

He changed his 
middle name to Todhunter to 
give a background for his nick- 
name of “Toddy.”

When he intro- 
duced this style into England 
and France, they called him 
“Monkey-on-a-Stick.”

The grand mansion, 
after years of disuse, is to be occu- 
pied by the Ambassador of the 
United States of Soviet Russia, by 
people who represent the antithesis 
of what Mrs. Pullman represented: 
The “masses,” so to speak, upset 
Mrs. Pullman's extravagant plans 
by failing to elect Lowden United 
States Senator from Illinois in 1912. 
It seems a rather fitting bit of 
irony that the representative of a 


government which makes the 
“masses” supreme should be the oc- 
cupant. 


“The House of Bitterness” it is 
called, because it is a material sym- 
bol of the disappointments of Mrs. 
Pullman’s life. She died, an un- 
happy and disillusioned woman of 
82, at Pasadena, Cal., in 1921. The 
enormous fortune accumulated by 
her late husband, George M. Pull- 
man, creator of the sleeping car, 
brought her chiefly sorrow. 

The story of the Pullmans which 
terminates in “the House of Bitter- 
ness” is essentially one of tragedy. 
It began with the founder of the 
fortune, the senior George M. Pull- 
man, who started his career as a 
carpenter. One of his first business 
ventures was during the Civil War 
period, when he and his ‘brother 
Albert started a house-razing part- 
nership in Chicago. But it was a 
hard grind, and George M. Pullman 
wanted more than a life of hard 
labor. He had had . share of 
hardships, knew what it was to 
be hungry and poorly clothed. 


So when he conceived the idea 
that there could be more comfort- 
able methods of train travel than 
sitting up nights in a coach, he 
decided it had great possibilities. 
At first the sleeping car he devised 
was merely an ordinary railway 
carriage, which Pullman equipped 
with ordinary beds. It did not im- 
mediately prove popular. People do 
not take to new ideas easily, and, 
besides, train travel was itself such 


a novelty to most people that they become anathema to laboring men 


were just a trifle shy of going to 
bed on a train. Pullman had to go 
up and down railway platforms 
begging night travelers to try his 
car, guaranteeing satisfaction, of- 
fering to refund the 50 cents if the 
passengers did not sleep in comfort. 
~ * . 


LOWLY the plan grew in popu- 

larity, with more and more im- 

provements, and with it grew 
Pullman’s fortune. All. the rail- 
roads adopted the sleeping car, and 
to turn them out fast enough, Puyll- 
man built a city called after him- 
self, to house his workmen and ac- 
commodate his factories. 

He built a fine residence in Chi- 
cago, and married Hattie Sanger, 
a member of a prominent Chicago 
family. 

But his troubles, and those of 
his wife, began with their twin 
sons, George Jr. and Sanger. While 
his success did not turn the elder 
Pullman’s head, he was a victim 
to his impulse to shelter his sons 
from all the hardships he had suf- 
fered. He saw no reason why the 
boys should learn to make sleeping 
cars, nor, for that matter, to do 
anything. They were pampered 
and spoiled, given everything they 
wanted. Tutors were employed to 
to teach them, as it was felt 
schools would be too strenuous, but 
they were required to learn only 
what they chose. 

The boys were not entirely un- 
aware of the disadvantage of their 
supposed advantages. When George 
was 16 years old, he made the as- 
sertion that he and his brother 
Sanger were the “two most igno- 
rant boys in the United States.” 

“We never had any bringing up,” 
he said. “There isn’t a child of a 
mechanic in my father’s shops who 
is allowed to do what we were. 
When we went to New York, we 
stayed at a hotel, but did not like 
to sit around there. So Mother 
used to send out and get district 
messenger boys to take us around. 
I can tell you we saw all kinds of 
things, as we had all the money we 
wanted, and we didn’t learn much 
that was good for us. I remem- 
ber how once a week we upset a 
poor old woman’s applecart, and 
we would grease the sidewalks so 
people would slip.” 

Shortly before the father’s death 
in 1897, after having built up a for- 
tune of about $7,000,000, and having

because of the notorious Pullman 
strike, the twins became engaged. 
George planned to marry Felicitie 
Oglesby, daughter of a former Gov- 
ernor of Illinois, and Sanger was 
engaged to Lynn Fernald. When 
the father’s will was probated, it 
was found he had practically dis- 
inherited the boys, leaving them 
only an annuity of $3000 each. The 
bulk of the fortune went to his 
widow, with large amounts to his 
two daughters, Mrs. Frank O. Low- 
den and Mrs. Harriet P. Carolan. 
The rest went to various relatives 
and charitable institutions. 

If the elder Pullman thought to 
improve the boys by cutting them 
out of his fortune, he was mistaken. 
His widow amply supplied them 
with money, and they still were left 
to “their own devices. Their fi- 
ancees broke their engagements, 
but George became enamored with 
Miss Fernald, who had been en- 
gaged to Sanger, nd married her. 
He also became addicted to alcohol 
so excessively that he was forced 
to take a “cure.” It was successful

who later became Mrs. Fred W. 
Bowers. Mrs. Bowers chanced to 
be in Chicago and George met her, 
whereupon they eloped. Two di- 
vorce suits followed, as well as a 
suit for alienation of affections by 
Mr. Bowers. 

The mother had all the while con- 
tinued to provide for the boys, al- 
though she obtained from them lit- 
tle of the affection and attention 
she seemed to long for. Nor did 
they fulfill her hopes of carrying 
on the Pullman name as one to be 
reckoned with in the industrial 
world. And when, after his divorce, 
George again married, this time the 
sister of his brother’s wife, the

Psoriasis and Rheumatism 


S THERE any relation or asso- 
| ciation between psoriasis—the 

skin affection characterized by 
scaly patches—and rheumatism? 

In the family histories of 53 
psoriasis cases, it was found that 80 
per cent reported some form of 
rheumatic infection in a near rela- 
tive, while only 35 per cent of the 
53 cases gave a family history of 
psoriasis. 

Furthermore, 70 per cent of the 
psoriasis patients proved to be suf- 
fering from some form of rheumat- 
ic joint involvement. 


There are certain very interesting 
parallels between psoriasis and 
rheumatism. Thus, both are rare 
under the age of 5; both are lim- 
ited to the warm climate zones and 
both have a similar seasonal occur- 
rence. 

Tonsillitis or sore throat frequent- 
ly precedes the development of both 
psoriasis and rheumatism. Both 
conditions can at times be treated 
effectively with the same drug, 
namely, by salicylates. 


Rheumatism, or as it is more 
properly called, rheumatic fever, we 
now know to be caused by a germ 
called the streptococcus hemolyti- 
cus, but the damage produced is not 
always directly due to the. poisons 


produced by the germs.
